OF  THE 

BABIES'  WARDS, 

Post-Graduate  Hospital, 
303  east  20th  st.,  new  york. 

As  the  Babies'  Wards  are  becoming  better  known  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  great  east  side  tenement  house 
region  in  which  they  stand — the  most  thickly  settled 
district  of  the  civilized  world — the  demands  upon  them 
are  growing  greater  and  greater.  Every  baby  sent  out 
cured  becomes,  as  it  were,  a  recruiting  agent  for  scores 
of  little  sufferers,  and  during  the  past  year  4,000  days 
more  of  hospital  treatment  have  been  given  than  ever 
before  ;  the  number  of  patients  has  increased  from  610 
in  1895  to  749  in  1896,  while  hundreds  have  been  refused 
from  lack  of  accommodations. 

749  children  almost  equal  in  numbers  one  of  our  great 
military  regiments,  but  it  is  a  strange  and  pathetic  regi- 
ment that  we  would  summon  up  before  you,  from  the 
little  five  minutes  old  nameless  baby  weighing  less  than 
two  pounds,  wrapped  in  cotton,  lying  in  the  incubator, 
all  the  way  to  Julia,  aged  six,  the  grandmother  of  the 
Wards,  only  admitted  because  in  her  apparently  dying 
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condition  she  could  not  be  sent  to  another  hospital.  It 
is  sickness  and  deformity  not  health  and  strength  that 
win  admission  to  our  Wards,  and  as  we  review  them  we 
realize  most  vividly  that, 

"  Of  all  good  gifts,  ever  hath  been  health 
Counted  the  first — and  loss  of  it 
The  hardest  thing  to  bear." 

A  poor  woman,  often  a  widow,  or  with,  alas,  a  drunken 
husband,  supports  her  family  by  going  out  cleaning 
taking  her  baby  to  the  kindly  arms  of  a  Day  Nursery. 
The  little  one's  cold  develops  into  pneumonia  from  the 
daily  exposure  at  early  morning  or  late  afternoon,  and 
in  justice  to  the  other  children,  the  doors  of  the  Nursery 
must  be  closed.  The  mother  stays  at  home  from  work 
for  a  day  or  two,  but  then,  driven  by  dire  necessity, 
leaves  the  sick  baby  to  the  care  of  an  older  child,  with 
the  little  supervision  a  busy  neighbor  can  give.  Fever 
rages,  every  comfort  and  appliance  are  lacking,  and  after 
days  of  lingering  suffering  the  baby  either  dies  or  else 
slowly  recovers  with  lungs  so  enfeebled  that  years  of 
semi-invalidism  follow.  Let  us  remember  that  the  noble 
work  of  Day  Nurseries  and  Kindergartens,  so  important 
to  our  community,  must  depend  on  their  having  fairly 
well  children  to  deal  with  ;  also  that  it  is  simply  impos- 
sible for  parents,  whose  united  wages  only  amount  to  a 
few  dollars  a  week,  to  give  a  very  sick  baby  the  comforts 
and  nursing  on  which  more  than  its  life,  its  restoration 
to  complete  health,  must  hang.  Let  us  see  to  it  there- 
fore that  the  Babies'  Wards  may  open  their  arms  so 
widely  that  no  mother  in  this  city  shall  lament  the  loss 
of  a  child  which  might  have  been  saved  by  their  shelter. 
Yet  even  as  we  take  in  these  little  ones,  as  we  become 
acquainted  with  their  parents,  through  the  reports  of  our 
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visitor,  and  their  own  visits  to  the  Wards,  more  and 
more  clearly  we  realize  that  solemn  and  pathetic  truth  : 
■'  Here,  what  one  sows  must  another  reap. 
And  children  suffer  for  their  father's  sins." 

It  is  hard  to  witness  suffering,  even  when  deserved, 
but  to  see  the  blameless  suffering  of  little  children  must 
touch  the  hearts  nf  the  most  thoughtless.  When  we  re- 
member the  babies  that  have  been  brought  here,  born 
with  frightful  deformities,  injured  by  accidents,  the 
result  of  another's  carelessness,  with  diseases  brought  on 
by  the  sin  or  neglect  of  ignorant  parents,  should  we  not 
be  willing,  even  at  the  cost  of  real  self-sacrifice,  to  make 
every  effort  to  alleviate  such  woe  ?  Are  we  not  indeed 
our  brother's  keeper  ? 

The  name  "  Babies'  Wards"  is,  we  fear,  a  little  mis- 
leading. Many  still  seem  to  think  that  our  accommo- 
dations consist  af  a  single  Ward  needing  but  little  sup- 
port, instead  of  a  separate  and  complete  division  of 
twenty- four  rooms,  a  part  of  the  Post-Graduate  Hospital, 
affording  what  physicians  who  are  familiar  with  chil- 
dren's institutions  of  Europe  pronounce  the  best 
equipped  Babies'  Hospital  in  the  world.  The  three  dis- 
tinguishing and  peculiar  features  of  the  work  of  the 
Babies'  Wards  are  the  following  : 

I  St.  Its  extensive  summer  work.  Last  summer,  thou- 
sands of  children  under  three  years  died  in  this  city, 
while  doctors  calculated  that  there  were  twenty-eight 
cases  of  sickness  for  every  death.  Much  good  is  done 
in  July  and  August  by  the  Day  Excursions  and  seaside 
work  of  several  excellent  charities.  During  however  the 
four  summer  months,  when  infant  mortality  is  the 
highest,  there  are  hundreds  of  cases  of  acute  disease,  in- 
volving great  suffering,  as  so-called  cholera  infantum, 
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etc  ,  when  the  only  hope  of  relief  is  in  immediate  skillful 
medical  treatment,  with  the  command  of  every  appli- 
ance. While  it  is  true  that  a  few  scattered  cases  are 
taken  in  other  institutions,  the  Babies'  Wards  are  the 
only  completely  equipped  infant  Hospital  in  the  city 
open  in  all  its  departments  day  and  night  during  the 
entire  summer  for  their  reception;  and  many  babies 
were  brought  to  us  last  season  apparently  in  a  dying 
condition,  for  whom  admission  elsewhere  had  been 
sought  in  vain.  Our  Wards  stand  on  the  edge  of 
that  great  east  side  district  where  the  Tenement  House 
Commission  found  423,000  souls  living  "out  of  sight  of 
a  green  spot."  It  is  needless  to  say  that  they  are 
crowded  to  the  utmost  limit  during  the  whole  summer 
Occupying  the  upper  stories  of  a  high  corner  building 
with  spacious  rooms  and  a  breezy  Roof  Garden,  they 
afford  comparative  comfort  even  in  the  hottest  weather, 
while  the  constant  presence  of  house  doctors,  the  daily 
visits  of  attending  physicians  and  surgeons,  with  the 
conscientious  services  of  seventeen  trained  nurses,  un- 
doubtedly saved  the  lives  of  scores  of  infants  last 
summer. 

Out  of  many  cases  showing  the  need  of  all  these 
resources,  we  select  one,  Harry  R ,  a  little  Russian  boy, 
who  lived  in  one  of  those  huge  tenement  houses  near 
us,  which  the  fearful  heat  of  last  July  turned  into  veri- 
table ovens  The  nights,  hotter  even  than  the  days, 
drove  out  most  of  their  inhabitants,  and  stoops  and  side- 
walks were  crowded  with  mothers  cradling  their  chil- 
dren on  the  hard  flags.  Harry's  mother,  nursing  a  young 
and  fretting  baby  in  her  arms,  lost  sight  of  him  for  a 
moment.  The  wee  fellow  toddled  off.  Attracted  by  the 
bright  lights  of  the  crowded  avenue  near,  he  made  his 
way  thither  unnoticed,  and  in  trying  to  cross  the  tracks 
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fell  and  was  run  over  by  a  street  car,  which  almost 
severed  one  of  the  tiny  legs  from  his  body.  With  the 
life  blood  ebbing  fast  away,  there  seemed  faint  hope  for 
the  little  one.  but,  lifted  in  kindly  arms,  he  was  hurriedly 
brought  to  the  Babies'  Wards.  It  was  then  almost  mid- 
night, and  the  delay  of  even  a  few  minutes  would  have 
cost  a  life,  but  a  skilful  house  doctor  is  always  ready, 
and  all  appliances  were  prepared  in  the  babies'  operating 
room.  The  wound  was  dressed  at  once  and  every  means 
taken  to  reduce  the  high  fever  already  setting  in,  and  to 
keep  up  his  strength  til!  the  attending  surgeon  could 
arrive.  At  first  it  seemed  impossible  to  save  the  leg,  but 
whatever  the  best  skill  could  suggest  was  tried,  with  the 
most  watchfid  care  and  nursing  In  a  wonderfully  short 
time  Harry  began  to  improve.  The  wound  assumed  a 
"  benign  look."  In  a  few  weeks  he  could  sit  up  in  bed 
supported  with  pillows,  then  hobbled  around  the  Ward 
taking  great  care  of  "my  bad  leg;"  later  could  run  to 
greet  his  mother  on  her  weekly  visit,  and  a  short  time 
ago  was  discharged,  perfectly  well  and  active. 

During  the  coming  summer  through  the  kindness  of 
the  new  Country  Home  for  Convalescent  Babies,  to  be 
opened  at  Sea  Cliff,  but  quite  unconnected  with  the 
Babies'  Wards,  we  hope  to  send  many  of  our  patients 
there,  as  soon  as  sufficiently  recovered,  and  so  make 
room  for  even  more  acute  cases  than  last  year.  Keeping 
the  Warils  open  to  their  fullest  extent  during  the  whole 
year  greatly  increases  their  annual  expenses,  and  must 
demand  increased  effort.  While  appreciating  to  the  full 
the  importance  of  removing  delicate  and  convalescent 
children  from  the  city  during  the  summer,  will  you  not 
also  remember  the  needs  of  those  little  ones  whose  only 
hope  is  immediate  treatment  in  the  city  ? 

2d.    Their  great  surgical  luork.     As  far  as  can  be 
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ascertained  they  are  the  only  Babies'  Hospital  in  this 
country  which  has  a  large  surgical  division,  completely 
equipped  with  special  Operating  Room,  Reception  Ward, 
Recovery  Ward,  etc.  The  medical  work  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  is  now  so  well  known  and  appreciated  that  we 
would  draw  special  attention  to  the  great  importance  of 
this  surgical  division  Hundreds  of  babies  are  born 
every  year,  with  distressing  deformities,  which  do  not 
involve  death,  but  perhaps  a  crippled  childhood  and  a 
life  of  martyrdom.  In  many  cases  the  only  chance  of 
complete  cure  is  an  operation  performed  in  early  infancy. 
And  yet  an  operation  at  such  a  critical  period  demands 
not  only  the  most  skillful  and  conscientious  surgery,  but 
also  the  best  trained  nursing.  The  care  of  an  ignorant 
mother,  however  loving,  of  any  attendant  not  thoroughly 
instructed  in  the  use  of  complicated  surgical  dressings, 
is  absolutely  inadequate,  as  in  the  hemorrhage  or  other 
emergencies  always  possible,  the  child's  life  hangs  on 
the  instant  action  of  the  most  experienced  nurse.  Then 
the  countless  accidents  to  which  the  little  children  of  the 
poor  are  liable  in  a  great  city,  often  fill  every  corner  of 
our  surgical  Wards  to  overflowing.  The  saving  of  a 
limb,  of  eyesight  or  hearing,  is  more  to  a  child  than  the 
saving  of  life  itself,  while  the  alleviation  of  suffering 
which  can  be  effected  by  proper  care  is  almost  immeas- 
urable as  one  or  two  cases  from  a  hundred  will  show. 

A  few  months  ago,  Johnny  O.,  twenty  months  old, 
the  baby  and  bright-eyed  pet  of  a  household  where  there 
were  five  other  children,  was  playing  about  in  the 
kitchen,  the  general  living  room  of  all  tenements.  As 
his  mother  lifted  off  from  the  stove  a  great  pot  of  boiling 
soup,  her  foot  slipped,  and  the  liquid  was  poured  over 
the  little  one,  burning  most  horribly  not  only  the  face, 
but  arm,  side  and  leg.  The  mother  made  futile  attempts 
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to  assuage  the  sufferings  for  several  days,  then  as  a  last 
resort  brought  him  to  the  Hospital.  The  sight  was 
pitiful  indeed,  the  features  seemed  almost  obliterated  ; 
it  was  feared  that  his  eyesight  was  completely  destroyed, 
and  his  moans  were  heartrending.  The  case  was  so 
severe  that  it  required  almost  the  exclusive  attention  of 
one  nurse,  while  for  the  renewal  of  the  dressings,  the 
services  of  three  were  needed.  The  little  fellow  showed 
the  greatest  braver}-,  never  screaming  except  when  the 
pain  was  at  its  worst,  though  the  pitiful  tears  would  run 
down  from  under  his  closed  eyelids.  For  days  he  was 
very  ill,  ice  caps  were  applied  to  relieve  the  fever  and 
every  effort  made  to  save  his  eyes  and  to  heal  the  dread- 
ful burns.  Many  weeks  of  hard  struggle  on  the  part  of 
both  doctors  and  nurses  were  at  last  crowned  with  suc- 
cess, and  Johnny  has  been  discharged  from  the  Wards, 
his  bright  eyes  again  twinkling  with  glee,  and  with  only 
scars  to  show  the  suffering  out  of  which  he  has  been 
rescued.  Emma  L.  is  another  of  our  Russian  patients, 
with  tightly  curling  hair,  black  eyes,  and  a  face  full  of 
fun  whenever  she  is  partially  free  from  suffering.  Poor 
Emma's  short  life  has  not,  so  far,  been  a  merry  one. 
Only  a  fine  constitution  had  carried  her  through  succes- 
sive attacks  of  measles,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria, 
when,  some  months  ago,  with  an  energy  and  spirit  of 
investigation,  which  may  be  valuable  in  her  future  life, 
she  succeeded  in  crawling  through  a  small  window  in 
their  attic  bedroom  which  opened  on  an  air  shaft,  and 
fell  four  stories  to  the  basement  below.  Strange  to  say, 
her  only  injuries,  though  indeed  they  seem  enough, were 
bad  bruises  about  her  head,  some  broken  teeth,  and  a 
fractured  leg.  This  last  was  not  discovered  until  a  fort- 
night had  passed,  when  it  was  improperly  set.  The 
child  suffered  for  weeks,  the  parents  in  their  ignorance 
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thought  that  she  would  come  out  "all  right,"  as  she 
always  had  done.  The  leg  grew  so  bad  that  she  was 
finally  brought  to  the  Babies'  Wards  just  in  time  to  pre- 
vent her  becoming  a  cripple  for  life.  Several  operations 
have  been  required,  but  at  last  all  the  pieces  of  diseased 
bone  are  removed,  the  leg  is  healing  well,  and  little 
Emma  will  soon  go  home  strong  and  active,  though  we 
trust  to  a  more  quiet  life. 

Arthur  F.  is  one  of  those  cases  which  should  teach  us 
all  never  to  give  up  hope  or  effort.  This  little  five  months 
old  baby,  living  in  a  Long  Island  town,  was  taken  very 
ill  last  August.  Various  obscure  symptoms,  including 
severe  convulsions,  lasting  at  times  seventy-two  hours, 
pointed  to  that  scourge  of  infant  life,  Meningitis.  Every 
remedy  that  the  neighborhood  doctors  could  order  was 
tried  in  vain.  At  last  by  their  advice,  the  child  was 
brought  into  the  Babies'  Wards.  Here  the  physicians 
pronounced  the  case  hopeless,  and  advised  its  being  taken 
back  to  die  in  its  comfortable  home.  It  was  finally  ad- 
mitted at  the  urgent  request  of  the  parents,  who  in  their 
devotion  came  to  see  it  almost  daily.  The  care  that  was 
lavished  on  that  baby,  the  varied  kinds  of  nourishment 
that  were  tried,  the  remedies  and  appliances  used  are 
beyond  cataloguing  Stomach  and  bowels  were  con- 
stantly washed,  abscesses  dressed,  the  spinal  cord  was 
tapped  and  fluid  withdrawn,  while  every  resource  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  was  brought  into  play,  from  sweet  oil  to 
nitro-glycerine.  At  one  time  it  was  so  weak  it  seemed 
cruel  to  rouse  it  to  give,  by  the  dropper,  food  it  was  too 
weak  to  take  in  any  other  way.  Its  special  nurse  showed 
the  tenderest  devotion  and  could  soothe  it  even  when 
the  parents  failed.  One  of  the  most  touching  sights  of 
the  Wards  was  the  little  creature  scarcely  more  than  a 
shadow,  lying  in  her  lap,  and  looking  up  to  her  with  its 
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abnormally  large  bright  blue  eyes  so  confidingly,  and 
yet  so  imploringly,  as  if  it  would  say,  "  I  know  you  love 
me  but  oh,  why  can't  you  help  me?"  Most  strenuous 
efforts  to  relieve  were  never  stopped  though  the  case 
was  "hopeless."  During  the  past  four  weeks  to  the 
amazement  of  all  the  baby  has  improved  wonderfully. 
Although  still  thin  and  pale,  it  would  hardly  be  recog- 
nized as  the  same  child,  and  three  days  ago  it  was  taken 
home  by  its  happy  parents  with  the  strongest  hope  that 
country  air  and  the  intelligent  following  of  our  Hospital 
directions  may  complete  the  cure. 

During  the  past  year  nearly  350  surgical  cases  have 
been  treated  in  the  Babies'  Wards.  A  very  large  propor- 
tion of  these  involved  serious  operations  demanding 
great  skill,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  scores  of 
little  ones  have  been  sent  out  completely  cured,  saved 
from  growing  up  hopeless  sufferers,  unable  ever  to  earn 
a  livelihood,  a  burden  to  themselves  and'  those  around 
them. 

The  third  distinctive  feature  of  our  work  is  that  in 
connection  with  the  families  of  our  patients,  which  we 
find  already  of  great  value,  and  for  which  we  hope 
special  contributions  will  be  given.  A  paid  visitor  has 
been  employed  for  the  past  year,  who,  acting  under  the 
supervision  of  the  "  Committee  on  the  care  of  children 
after  leaving  the  Wards,"  and  in  co-operation  with  the 
Charity  Organization,  Society  for  Ameliorating  the  Con- 
dition of  the  Poor,  etc.,  has  visited  the  homes  of  414  of 
our  children,  in  some  instances  several  times.  This  vis- 
itor reports  to  the  physicians  in  charge  of  our  Wards, 
whether  any  contagion  exists  in  the  tenement  house  from 
which  the  baby  comes,  with  any  information  relating  to 
the  habits  and  circumstances  of  the  parents,  which  may 
be  of  value  in  treating  the  case.    Cards  of  instruction 
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on  simple  matters  of  hygiene  and  care  of  children, 
printed  in  English,  German  and  Italian,  are  given  to  the 
mother  of  every  child  discharged,  while  sterilizers  for 
food,  and  various  appliances  are  loaned  to  parents  too 
poor  to  provide  them.  Arrangements  have  recently  been 
made  with  the  nurses  to  visit  discharged  babies  who 
may  still  need  some  trifling  medical  or  surgical  super- 
vision, bandaging,  etc.,  and  to  report  on  their  condition. 
We  hope  in  these  varied  ways  to  help  to  keep  the  little 
ones  well,  and  to  prevent  in  many  cases  the  necessity  of 
hospital  treatment.  "  It  is  a  sad  fact  that  occasionally 
babies  are  left  at  the  Wards,  with  a  false  address  given 
by  the  parents,  not  always  from  a  desire  to  desert  the 
child,  but  hoping  to  be  relieved  from  the  burden  of  its 
support  when  work  is  hard  to  obtain,  and  feeling  that 
the  Wards  will  keep  it  indefinitely  surrounded  with  every 
comfort.  If  these  babies  were  kept  after  they  were  well 
enough  to  be  discharged,  other  acute  cases  would  have 
to  be  refused,  while  if  parents  were  thus  easily  relieved 
of  the  support  of  their  offspring  harm  instead  of  good 
would  be  done.  During  the  past  year  thirty  such  wrong 
addresses  have  been  given,  but  by  the  persistence  of  our 
visitor  in  twenty-seven  cases  the  parent  was  found,  and 
again  assumed  the  support  of  her  child  when  sufficiently 
recovered.  Only  three  children  of  the  749  received  were 
deserted,  one  of  whom  was  taken  by  the  Society  for  the 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  (its  mother  having 
been  sentenced  to  prison  for  two  years),  while  two  little 
creatures  were  left  in  such  a  wretched  condition  that 
death  released  them  from  all  suffering." 

The  Babies'  Wards  have  met  with  a  great  loss  during 
the  year,  in  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Robert  Abbe,  their 
senior  surgeon,  through  whose  efforts  the  surgical  divis- 
ion was  established,  and  to  whose  rare  skill  and  consci- 


entious  and  tender  devotion  so  large  a  part  of  its  success 
is  due.  We  are  assured  however  by  Dr.  Dunham  and  Dr. 
Curtis,  the  able  men  who  have  taken  his  place,  that  no 
effort  will  be  spared  on  their  part  to  carry  out  the  work 
in  the  same  spirit,  and  to  sustain  the  high  surgical  repu- 
tation which  the  Wards  now  enjoy. 

Warm  thanks  are  due  to  our  Attending  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  to  House  Physicians,  and  to  the  excellent 
Head  Nurse  and  her  Assistants  for  most  devoted  and 
unwearied  service.  Also  to  those  faithful  women,  who, 
working  on  various  Committees,  have  given  so  many 
hours  from  their  busy  lives  to  help  these  little  ones,  to 
the  Sunbeam  League,  and  to  the  friends  who  through 
supported  and  endowed  beds  and  by  liberal  gifts,  not 
only  of  money,  but  of  clothing,  delicacies,  toys,  etc., 
have  enabled  us  to  carry  out  the  work  of  which  an  out- 
line alone  has  been  presented. 

The  Babies'  Wards  are  intended  for  the  free  treat- 
ment of  the  children  of  the  very  poor.  The  combined 
wages  of  both  parents  of  our  patients  rarely  exceed  ten 
dollars  a  week,  and  in  many  cases  fall  below.  While  the 
city  makes  a  small  allowance,  the  great  support  of  the 
Wards  must  come  from  the  gifts  of  those  who  desire  to 
alleviate  infant  suffering  and  to  bestow  upon  innocent 
children  the  best  of  all  gifts,  health.  We  believe  that 
these  little  ones  have  a  claim  upon  us  too  strong  to  be 
ignored.  We  ask  your  help,  not  in  any  sense  as  beggars 
for  the  Babies'  Wards,  but  as  soldiers  from  out  the 
smoke  of  battle  call  for  reinforcement,  not  as  an  act  of 
mercy  only,  but  of  simple  justice. 

Our  greatest  need  is  more  supported  beds  by  i/ie  gift  of 
$200  aiinually.  Twelve  beds  are  still  unsupported.  It 
has  been  possible  to  keep  these  filled  with  patients  during 
the  past  year,  when  the  demands  for  room  have  been  so 
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great,  by  the  use  of  a  legacy  left  to  the  Wards  by  a 
most  faithful  friend,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Cram.  This  having 
been  expended,  we  must  depend  on  new  gifts  for  the 
coming  year  to  keep  our  doors  open  to  their  widest  ex- 
tent. One  of  our  cribs  is  touchingly  inscribed  "  sup- 
ported in  memory  of  one  who  loved  little  children." 
Oh,  in  this  great  city  many  have  passed  away  who  love 
little  children.  In  what  more  beautiful  way  can  you 
show  your  affection  for  them  than,  in  their  names,  to 
open  a  shelter  for  the  baby  sufferers  who  so  sorely  need 
it,  nay  whose  very  life  may  depend  on  your  gifts.  Then 
to  those  who  have  lost  little  children  we  would  say,  "  The 
soundest  fruit  of  grief  is  the  tender  care  of  survivors, 
and  there  is  no  balm  so  soothing  to  one  bereft  of  a  child 
as  that  found  in  helping  little  children." 

Our  second  great  need  is  an  increased  number  of  sub- 
scriptions and  donations.  Each  year  as  the  work  increases 
expenses  must  increase,  especially  for  nursing.  Finan- 
cial depression  has  seriously  affected  most  charitable 
work,  cutting  off  many  gifts,  while  the  distress  among 
the  poor  obliges  many  a  mother  to  send  her  baby  to  our 
Wards,  who,  in  better  times,  could  have  cared  for  it  in 
her  humble  home.  The  smallest  gift  may  help  to  save 
a  young  life,  for  a  future  whose  value  only  our  Heavenly 
Father  can  tell.  We  feel  our  work  to  be  so  important,  so 
greatly  needed,  that  if  it  be  only  known  and  understood 
it  will  receive  from  an  always  generous  public  the  full 
support  necessary.  Throughout  the  land  are  countless 
Sunday  Schools,  Sewing  Classes,  Christian  Endeavorers, 
Circles  of  King's  Daughters,  etc.  Can  we  not  persuade 
some  of  them  to  adopt  as  it  were,  for  a  month  at  a  time, 
one  of  our  little  ones.  Twenty-five  dollars  would  care 
for  such  a  baby  for  a  month,  providing  food,  nursing, 
shelter,  etc.    All  checks  should  be  made  payable  and

In  closing  we  would  mention  a  special  need  and 
opportunity,  hoping  that  this  may  meet  the  eye  of  some 
one  considering  the  erection  of  a  lasting  memorial  to 
accomplish  great  and  permanent  good.  The  Directors 
of  the  Post-Graduate  School  and  Hospital  will  shortly 
assume  the  responsibility  of  the  Training  School  for 
Nurses,  which  has,  until  lately,  been  carried  on  by  a 
committee  of  ladies  quite  unconnected  with  the  Hos- 
pital. It  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  in  order  to 
secure  good  women  for  nurses,  that  a  healthy  and  com- 
fortable Home  should  be  provided  for  them  in  our 
immediate  vicinity.  Most  of  our  city  hospitals  have 
now  large  homes  for  their  nurses  erected  by  generous 
individuals  who  realize  the  vital  importance  of  properly 
training  the  women  on  whose  vigilance  the  lives  of  those 
dearest  to  us  may  in  the  future  depend.  The  nervous 
strain  of  days  and  nights  spent  in  nursing  suffering 
babies  is  very  heavy,  while  every  sense  must  be  on  the 
alert  to  discern  the  needs  of  little  creatures,  often  too 
young  to  express  them  except  by  a  cry.  During  the 
past  year  our  nurses  have  given  us  much  satisfaction  ; 
conscientious,  intelligent  and  generally  with  that  love 
for  children  so  essential.  We  are  most  anxious  to  pro- 
vide for  them  a  Nurses'  Home,  where  wearied  bodies 
and  strained  nerves  may  find  each  night  the  rest  so 
sorely  needed.  Land  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of 
the  Hospital  could  now  be  bought  at  a  very  moderate 
price,  and  a  simple  home  to  accomodate  forty  to  fifty 
nurses  erected  for  about  $50,000.  '  Any  further  informa- 
tion on  this  point  will  gladly  be  furnished  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary. 
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To  do  faithful  work  for  the  little  dependents  com- 
mitted to  our  charge,  to  raise  their  needed  support, 
demands  almost  ceaseless  effort,  and  if  at  times  our 
hearts  fail  and  bodies  grow  weary  let  us  take  courage. 
An  old  tradition  says,  "  those  we  have  served  on  earth 
shall  be  the  first  to  welcome  us  in  Heaven." 

"  There  are  little  ones  suffering  here  on  my  path, 
In  need  of  a  friend  and  a  guide  ; 
There  are  piteous  eyes  looking  up  into  mine, 
Whose  tears  could  be  easily  dried." 
"  Will  any  of  these  at  the  beautiful  gate 
Be  waiting  and  watching  for  me?" 

Waiting,  perhaps  hand  in  hand  with  our  loved  ones, 
for  whose  dear  sakes  and  for  His  sake  who  said, 
"  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  to  one  of  the  least  of 
these,  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me,"  we  are 
trying  to  help  suffering  babies,  ever  praying,  "  Give  us 
the  faith  of  a  little  child,  that  we  may  enter  where  they 
have  gone."

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips  simply  made,  Flannel 
Bands,  Cotton  Diapers,  Long  Flannel  Skirts. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham  for  chil- 
dren one  to  four  years.  Sacks  of  pink  or  blue 
flannel,  with  extra  long  sleeves  and  buttoning  all 
the  way  down  front,  for  children  of  six  months  to 
four  years.    Short  Flannel  Skirts. 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  four 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  both  woolen  and  cot- 
ton.   Crocheted  Bed  Slippers,  pink  or  blue. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  two  years  to  four,  for  Roof 
Garden. 

Pads,  27x36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  finiily  quilted  in. 

Coverlets  one  yard  wide  by  one  and  one-half  yarde 
long,  of  white  cheese  cloth,  with  double  interlining 
of  cotton  batting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 


The  last  annual  report  carried  the  record  of  the 
League's  work  up  to  January  ist,  1896.  The  Constitu- 
tion of  the  League  and  its  accompanying  by-laws  were 
formally  adopted  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  year.  When 
these  matters  of  administration  had  been  definitely 
settled,  the  members  began  to  consider  the  question  of 
ways  and  means.  The  money  necessary  for  the  support 
of  the  extra  bed  was  promptly  raised  by  individual 
effort.  During  Lent  the  League  resolved  itself,  on  one 
day  in  the  week,  into  a  sewing  circle,  at  which  sixteen 
bassinet  linings  and  forty-five  pads  were  prepared  for 
the  use  of  the  Wards. 

At  the  first  meeting  in  the  autumn  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  officers  took  place,  and  it  was  resolved  to  form 
two  new  committees  —  a  Clothing  Committee  and  a 
House  Committee.  The  Clothing  Committee  will  supply 
garments,  etc.,  to  the  Wards,  and  although  more  or  less 
independent,  it  is  intended  to  assist  the  similar  commit- 
tee of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  The  House  Committee 
will  supply  the  smaller  pieces  of  table  crockery,  spoons, 
etc.,  and  will  endeavor  also  to  provide  preserves,  iellies, 
and  other  dainties.  The  Entertainment  Committee  has, 
as  usual,  given  the  dinners  for  the  nurses  and  children  at 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  This  committee  has  also 
festooned  the  Wards  with  greens  for  the  Yuletide  and 
decorated  all  the  doors  and  windows  with  stars.  Mrs. 
de  Rham  very  kindly  offered  to  fill  the  children's  stock- 
ings for  us  ;  and  Mrs  Pell  again  took  the  Christmas 
Tree  off  our  hands,  and  succeeded  in  giving  what  must 
have  been,  to  many  of  the  children,  a  first  glimpse  of 
Wonderland.    The  Toy  Committee  sees  weekly  that 
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the  toy-box  or  shelf  in  each  Ward  is  kept  in  order  and 
replenished.  The  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
perform,  as  of  old,  their  important  duties: — the  nurses 
are  far  too  busy  to  play  with  the  children,  and  yet  after 
an  operation,  much  may  depend  upon  keeping  the  little 
patient  amused,  and  therefore  the  more  of  this  work 
the  Visiting  Committee  is  able  to  do,  the  better  it  will  be 
for  the  welfare  of  the  Wards. 

At  the  November  meeting  the  need  of  more  money 
was  generally  admitted,  and  it  was  then  decided  that 
the  League  should  give  a  "  Fiction  Tea."  A  special 
meeting  was  called  to  arrange  the  details  of  the  affair  ; 
and  three  weeks  later,  through  the  kindness  of  the 
Authors  Club,  the  League  was  enabled  to  give  its  Tea 
on  December  isth,  in  the  spacious  rooms  of  the  Club  in 
Carnegie  Hall.  No  more  appropriate  surroundings  could 
have  been  found  for  an  entertainment  with  so  pro- 
nounced a  literary  flavor.  There  were  in  all  seven 
tables.  Each  table  was  named  after  a  book  and  the  title 
in  the  form  of  a  sign  was  hung  above.  The  members  in 
charge  of  the  Book  Table  ("All  Sorts  and  Conditions 
of  Men")— where  autographed  copies  of  works  of  fiction 
could  be  obtained — wore  picture  posters  suspended  from 
the  shoulders  by  ribbons.  The  Toy  Table  ("  Mother 
Goose")  was  served  by  members  costumed  in  character, 
and  the  table  itself  was  appropriately  decorated.  The 
Flower  Table  ("All  in  a  Garden  Fair")  distinguished 
itself  by  selling  only  violets  and  American  beauties. 
The  members  who  sold  at  the  Table  for  Useful  Articles 
("  Housekeeping  made  Easy  ")  were  daintily  attired  in 
caps  and  aprons.  The  Silver  Table  ("  Die  Miidchen 
von  dem  Silber  Horn  ")  was  looked  after  by  two  mem- 
bers in  Swiss  costume  bedecked  with  the  native  silver 
ornaments.    The  Table  with  lamp  and  candle  shades 
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("  Over  the  Tea-cups  ")  had  adjoined  to  it  a  divan  piled 
high  with  sofa  cushions  The  Tea  Table,  at  which  also 
cake  was  sold,  was  under  the  care  of  three  members  in 
Japanese  costume.  Two  ladies,  not  members  of  the 
League,  kindly  volunteered  to  serve  as  fortune  tellers — 
one  using  cards  and  the  other  availing  herself  of  her  skill 
in  palmistry.  Many  gaily  colored  posters  were  offered 
for  sale  in  one  of  the  rooms,  in  which  there  was  also  on 
exhibition  a  collection  of  sketches  in  black  and  white, 
illustrating  recent  works  of  fiction,  and  lent  through  the 
courtesy  of  Messrs.  Harper  &  Bros ,  Messrs  Charles 
Scribner's  Sons,  and  the  Century  Company. 

The  Tea  was  a  great  success  and  netted  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  and  seventy  dollars.  At  a  meeting  held 
after  the  entertainment,  it  was  determined  to  expend 
this  money  in  the  following  way:  — 

To  support  an  extra  bed. 

To  furnish  the  Wards  with  fifty  pairs  of  blankets, 
To  provide  extra  clothing  for  the  children. 
To  supply  a  kindergartner  for  five  months,  June  to 
November,  who  will  visit  the  Wards  regularly  twice  a 
week  for  the  purpose  of  interesting  and  amusing  the 
children.  The  members  of  the  League  are  out  of  town 
during  these  months  and  it  is  to  help  make  the  absence 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  less  felt  that  a  kindergartner 
will  be  engaged. 

In  short,  it  will  always  be  the  endeavor  of  the  League 
to  meet  such  demands  upon  its  resources  as  may  be 
deemed  wisest  for  the  welfare  of  the  Babies'  Wards.
